of standing up for Canadian 
women and girls.

Backbench Conservative 
MP Stephen Woodward’s mo¬ 
tion for MPs to study the issue 
of when human life begins 
was defeated on Wednesday by 
203 to 91. In a tweet, Ambrose 
suggested she wanted to raise 
awareness about discrimina¬ 
tion against girls through “sex 
selection abortion.” 

Ambrose is the minister 
for the status of women and 
her support shocked local 
women’s groups. 

“We are a pro-choice or¬ 
ganization and this motion, 
we believe, is contrary to our 
position that women have the 
right to choose,” said Jackie 
Foord of the YWCA of Edmon¬ 
ton. “We believe that the abor¬ 
tion debate was resolved back 
in 1988 and there is no need to 
reopen it.”

Edmonton’s chief economist 
has looked at the numbers 
and he sees a bright future 
for the city this year. 

Chief economist John 
Rose spoke to a group of 
municipal treasurers in Red 
Deer Thursday, and said 
strong oil prices have helped 
the area shake off any last 
vestiges of the recession. 

“Edmonton has seen 
remarkably strong recov¬ 
ery from the downturn in 
2008-09,” he said. “We have 
seen a very, very dramatic 
recovery in the northern 
part of the province driven 
by oil.” 

Rose is predicting the 
city will see a four per cent 
growth rate over the next 
year. That is below the 
provincial rate and other 
cities in Alberta, but he said 
the government, health-care 
and education sectors that 
make up a lot of the city 
don’t react the same way to 
booms. 

“Those sectors tend not 
to grow on the upside, when 
the economy is expanding 
overall; they don’t tend 
to grow as quickly as the 
private sector.” 

Edmonton’s unemploy¬ 
ment rate will remain low, 
Rose predicted, adding in 
the year ahead employers 
are going to have to search 
hard for workers. 

“We are going to be con¬ 
strained not by the number 
of jobs available, but by the 
number of people available 
to fill the jobs.”

Griffiths confirms 4-year 
terms for municipalities 


Up from three years. 
Elections will also 
remain in the fall

Alberta municipal council¬ 
lors will be elected every 
four years and elections will 
remain in the fall, Municipal 
Affairs Minister Doug Griffiths 
confirmed Thursday. 

Griffiths has long said he 
wants the province’s munici¬ 
pal officials to move to four- 
year terms from the current 
three, and the province even 
put out a survey on the issues 


for regular Albertans and 
elected officials this summer. 

The province also floated 
the notion of moving the 
election to the spring, and 
even extending the terms of 
current councillors for six 
months. 

Griffiths said people were 
not warm to that idea. 

“The majority of people 
didn’t have a position either 
way and, out of the ones that 
did, the majority said leave it 
in fall,” he said. 

Legislation to change the 
Elections Act has to be intro¬ 
duced this fall, in advance of 
the vote in 2013. Griffiths said 
there could be more changes 
in future, but at this point 
he wanted to focus only on 


things that had broad support. 

“Eveiything that we are do¬ 
ing was very firmly approved 
of and accepted by both the 
public and the council side,” 
he said. 

Edmonton city Coun. Kerry 
Diotte said he supports the 
move to keep elections in the 
fall. 

“It is good for democracy, 
because people will be out 
there and you can engage 
them on their doorsteps,” he 
said. “It is a far more product¬ 
ive time of the year.” 

Diotte said the four-year 
terms will allow councillors 
more time to learn their jobs. 

“It probably makes more 
sense that people get a little 
bit more seasoned.”

There’s a grassroots vibe at

After all, we’re a city big 
on fringe theatre, street 
performers and independ¬ 
ent roots music, so it’s no 
surprise that we support up- 
and-comers, such as film¬ 
makers whose works might 
not otherwise be seen with¬ 
out festivals like this one, 
EIFF producer Kerrie Long 
says. 

“We may not attract the 
highest-profile celebrities, 
but we get good buzz in the 
film community. They hear 
about our festival or want to 
come back again with their 


next film,” Long, now in her 
ninth year with EIFF, said 
on Thursday. “We spend 
time with the filmmakers 
each day they’re here, pick 
them up at the airport and 
get them to their screen¬ 
ings. Apparently, that’s a bit 
unusual.” 

So, too, is giving local 
musicians a chance to play 
onsite between screenings, 
and that’s a go this year as 
well. 

It’s not all about quiet, 
low-key alternative films, 
though. 

Friday’s glitzy opening- 


night gala boasts the world- 
debut of the Canadian fea¬ 
ture Becoming Redwood. 

The movie’s director 
and stars will be on hand, 
including 14-year-old ac¬ 
tor Ryan Grantham, who 
delivers a strong and emo¬ 
tional performance in the 
coming-of-age story of a 
boy. 

“It’s the first time I’ve 
been a main character in a 
film, and my first time at 
a film festival,” said Gran¬ 
tham, who brought his 
mom and, yes, a nice suit, 
for the event.

EIFF producer Kerrie 
Long is giving filmgoers 
a head start, with plans 
to hand out awards on 
the first weekend of the 
festival while there is 
still plenty of time to 
enjoy them. 

“We’re hoping to 
make that happen. It 
gives the award-winners 
good buzz for their 
films,” she said. “And 
filmmakers really enjoy 
our audiences. They feel 
supported here.” 

Long says loyal 
festival fans have been 
checking the EIFF 
website and newsletters 
to put together a game 
plan for the nine days:

Organized by the U of A’s 
End Malaria Initiative (EMI), 
proceeds will go toward the 
Spread the Net student chal¬ 
lenge, put on annually by 
Rick Mercer to help save lives 
in Africa. 

“All of the money will 
go to providing bed nets for 
individuals affected by mal¬ 
aria,” said Mary Solomon, a 
third year bachelor of science 
student who founded the EMI 
group a year and a half ago. 

According to Spread the 
Net, the mosquito-transmit¬ 
ted disease affects more than 
200 million people each year, 


killing more than 600,000 — 
90 per cent of which are in 
Africa. 

Mercer’s goal is to raise 
$150,000 to purchase insecti¬ 
cide-treated bed nets by Feb¬ 
ruary 2013, and the school 
that raises the most will ap¬ 
pear on The Rick Mercer Re¬ 
port next March. 

The food festival features 
a dozen local vendors, in¬ 
cluding food trucks and res¬ 
taurants, and that’s only the 
kick-off for what EMI plans to 
do to raise money. 

“We thought it would be 
a good way to encourage not 
only students, but the entire 
Edmonton community,” said 
Solomon. “We want people 
to know we’re here (and) 
to bring people together to 
fight for this cause.” 

Food vendor tickets are 
$1 each, while menu items 
range from one to 10 tickets. 
Cash donations are also ac¬ 
cepted. 

The event runs from 
10 a.m. to 6 p.m. Friday.

Stranger than fiction. 

Chemical analysis 
reveals artwork was 
carved from ancient 
fireball that fell to earth 


An ancient Buddhist statue 
that a Nazi expedition brought 
back from Tibet shortly before 
the Second World War was 
carved from a meteorite that 
crashed on Earth thousands of 
years ago. 

What sounds like an In¬ 
diana Jones movie plot ap¬ 
pears to have actually taken 
place, according to European 
researchers publishing in the 
journal Meteoritics and Plan¬ 
etary Science this month. 

Elmar Buchner of the Uni¬ 
versity of Stuttgart said Thurs¬ 
day the statue was brought 
to Germany by the Schaefer 
expedition. The Nazi-backed 
venture set out for Tibet in 
1938 in part to trace the ori¬ 
gins of the Aryan race — a 
cornerstone of the Nazis’ 
racist ideology. 

The existence of the 
10.6-kilogram statue, known 
as “iron man,” was only re¬ 
vealed in 2007 when its owner 
died and it came up for auc¬ 
tion, Buchner told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

German and Austrian sci¬ 
entists were able to get per¬ 
mission from its new owner, 
who wasn’t disclosed, to con¬ 
duct a chemical analysis that 
shows the statue came from 
the Chinga meteorite, which 
crashed in the area of what 
is now the Russian and Mon-

Scientists say NASA’s newest 
Mars rover has found signs 
that a stream once flowed 
across the surface near the 
site where it landed.

The swastika has been used by 
various cultures throughout 
the ages, but the Nazis tried to 
appropriate it as the symbol of 
their ideology, going so far as 
to put a right-facing version of 
it on their red and white flag. 

Scientists not involved in 
the study told the AP that the 
research linking the statue to 
the meteorite was credible. 

“Looks like a solid piece of 
geochemical ‘forensic’ work,” 
said Qing-Zhu Yin, a research¬ 
er in geology at the University 
of California, Davis. “No ter-

restrial artifact would gener¬ 
ally contain that much nickel 
content. Chemical elements 
don’t lie.” 

Rhian Jones, an associate 
professor at the University of 
New Mexico who specializes 
in meteorites, said the claim 
appeared conclusive. 

“There is a clear and con¬ 
vincing argument that the 
meteorite the statue is made 
from is the Chinga iron me¬ 
teorite,” she said. 

But Yin cast doubt on the 
claim that the statue repre¬ 
sented a Buddhist deity. 

“I am not a historian. But 
the ‘iron man’ does not look 
like a Buddha to me from 
my cultural background,” 
he said. “It looks more like a 
warrior with a sword ... (a) re¬ 
semblance of Genghis Khan 
... I have never seen a Buddha 
with a sword or knife.”

The mystery behind the 
most enigmatic smile in art 
— Leonardo da Vinci’s Mona 
Lisa —just got a little more 
complicated. 

In a coming-out party of 
sorts in Geneva, rounds of 
flashbulbs popped Thursday as 
the non-profit Mona Lisa Foun¬ 
dation pulled back the curtain 
to present what it claims is 
a predecessor of the world’s 
most famous portrait. 

But even the experts 
brought in by the foundation 
weren’t sure about that claim. 

The art world is prone 
to all sorts of rumours and 
speculation — and, periodic¬ 
ally, discoveries that jolt ac¬ 
cepted norms. Two years ago, 
a retired French electrician 
claimed that he had turned 
up 271 Picasso works that had 
been sitting for decades in his 
garage — and Picasso’s heirs 
claimed theft. 

But a new claim about the 
world’s most famous paint¬ 
ing, which draws millions of 
visitors to Paris’ Louvre Mu¬ 
seum each year, resonates like 
a thunderclap in the art world. 
It also prompts a new look at 
a painting that still raises a lot 
of questions for experts — not 
least the timeless “Is she smil¬ 
ing or not?”

Beijing murder 
conviction after 
decade-long wait 


A decade of uncertainty end¬ 
ed with a cry of anger from a 
convicted murderer in a Bei¬ 
jing courtroom Thursday as 
Li Ang lashed out at the court 
that found him guilty of the 
2002 killing of his girlfriend, 
Amanda Zhao. 

The couple were studying 
in the Lower Mainland and 
lived together in Burnaby, 
B.C. when Zhao’s body was 
found. 

“It’s unfair. I’ve been 
wronged,” yelled Li after he 
was sentenced to life in pris¬ 
on, according to a relative of 
Zhao’s who was in the court¬ 
room. 

The now 28-year-old Li 
was convicted of strangling 
Zhao in 2002 and stuffing 
her body in a suitcase before 
dumping it at Stave Lake on 
the outskirts of Vancouver. 

Due to a lack of evidence, 
Li was released by Canadian 
authorities and fled Canada 
back to his native China 
where he lived with his par¬ 
ents and changed his name 
to Li Jiaming. 

Investigators gathered 
enough evidence to charge Li 
after he had fled the country. 

He was arrested last sum¬ 
mer when Canadian au¬ 
thorities finally gave in and

The cousin was speaking on behalf of 
Amanda Zhao's parents 

sent the evidence for the 
case to Beijing after a long 
battle in which China in¬ 
sisted the trial be conducted 
there. 

As part of the agreement, 
China agreed to waive the 
death penalty. 

Trials in China are notori¬ 
ously quick, but this one 
took a full year. 

Li’s lawyer Zou Jiaming 
said little about why the case 
took a year to process. Zou 
said her client will appeal 
the intentional homicide 
guilty verdict. 

“I don’t know (why it 
took a year), it’s the judge’s 
business,” said Zou from Bei¬ 
jing. 

Zou said her client will 
appeal the intentional homi¬ 
cide guilty verdict.

Loans law 
incoherent, 
official says 

The Harper Conservatives 
are demanding that Elections 
Canada impose penalties on 
deadbeat Liberals who’ve 
failed to pay back loans taken 
out during their 2006 leader¬ 
ship contest. 

But they’re curiously mum 
about 80 candidates — includ¬ 
ing 21 Conservatives — who 
are similarly in arrears on 
money borrowed to fight the 
2004, 2008 and 2011 election 
campaigns. 

Elections Canada has not 
fined or jailed any of those 
deadbeats either, although 
they owe some $3 million 
collectively and are long past 
the 18-month deadline for 
repaying loans. 

Chief electoral officer Marc 
Mayrand told The Canadian 
Press recently that it’s virtu¬ 
ally impossible to enforce the 
law on political loans because 
it is “not only overly complex, 
it’s incoherent and ineffect¬ 
ive.” He has repeatedly urged 
Parliament to fix it. 

The Tories introduced legis¬ 
lation almost a year ago that 
would resolve some of the 
problems and which former 
Liberal leadership contend¬ 
ers say would enable them 
to clear their debts almost 
instantly.

John Furlong vows to take 
legal action against the 
Georgia Straight newspaper 
after it published a story 
alleging he physically and 
mentally abused aboriginal 
children as a teacher at a 
Burns Lake school. 

The story, written by 
Laura Robinson and titled 
“Furlong bio omits secret 
past in Burns Lake,” features 
allegations from alleged vic¬ 
tims’ signed affidavits that 
an 18-year-old Furlong ran 
physical-education classes 
at Immaculata Elementary 
School and abused students. 

The former head of the 
Vancouver Organizing Com¬ 


mittee for the 2010 Olym¬ 
pic and Paralympic Winter 
Games (VANOC), alongside 
lawyer Marvin Storrow, ad¬ 
dressed media Thursday 
afternoon to issue a denial. 

“As you are aware, I have 
been accused of physical 
abuse and apparently with¬ 
in the last hour, sexual 
abuse. I want you to know 
I categorically deny abso¬ 
lutely any wrongdoing and 
I believe that the RCMP, in 
looking into this matter, 
will discredit the complaint 
entirely because it just did 
not happen,” Furlong read 
from a prepared statement. 

“I feel that my character 
has been recklessly chal¬ 
lenged and I have no choice 
now but to proceed with 
legal action.” 

The Georgia Straight 
story takes issue with 
claims made in Furlong’s 
recent memoir, Patriot 
Hearts, that he arrived in 
Canada in 1974. 

In his statement, Furlong 
said he omitted his time in 
Burns Lake because it was 
“fairly brief and fairly un¬ 
eventful. 


“I went back to Ireland 
and came to Canada years 
later as a landed immi¬ 
grant,” he said. 

Furlong did not take any 
questions at the hastily 
called press conference in 
Vancouver, where the Or¬ 
der of Canada recipient 
now works as executive 
chairman of the Vancouver 
Whitecaps soccer club. 

RCMP released a brief 
statement confirmed 

they’re “aware of the allega¬ 
tions involving John Fur¬ 
long and are investigating”. 

The Georgia Straight 
issued a brief reply to Fur¬ 
long’s statement. 

“The story was backed 
up with eight sworn affi¬ 
davits. Marvin Storrow did 
not make Mr. Furlong avail¬ 
able to respond to questions 
from the journalist, Laura 
Robinson,” the weekly 
paper states. 

“She also attempted 
without success to reach 
Mr. Furlong through his 
publisher, Douglas & McIn¬ 
tyre. Ms. Robinson was told 
that Mr. Furlong had “noth¬ 
ing more” to say to her.”

Talking medicare. NDP seeks public’s 
input on 2015 health-care platform 


The federal New Democrats 
are hitting the road to talk 
about medicare, accusing the 
Harper government of short¬ 
changing the system. 

The year-long consultation 
process was announced Thurs¬ 
day as talks among Canada’s 
health ministers got underway 
in Halifax. 

Health Minister Leona 
Aglukkaq quickly pounced on 
the announcement, criticizing 
the NDP for failing to present 
a medicare action plan, and 
maintaining that the Tories 
have improved the health sys¬ 
tem. 

“For all the complaining 
that the NDP do, they don’t 


have any new ideas for health 
care,” Aglukkaq said in an 
email to The Canadian Press. 

New Democrat Leader Tom 
Mulcair said the party will ask 
Canadians what they believe 
government must do to en¬ 
sure the health-care system is 
sustainable for future genera¬ 
tions. 

“Canadians are concerned 
about our health-care system 
and they want it to be a prior¬ 
ity for their government too,” 
Mulcair said in launching the 
campaign. 

Mulcair accused the Con¬ 
servatives of harming medi¬ 
care by cutting billions of dol¬ 
lars from health transfers to 


the provinces and territories. 

“Unfortunately, the Con¬ 
servatives are just making 
things worse by unilaterally 
cutting $36 billion in prov¬ 
incial and territorial health 
transfers without consulting 
them.” 

The New Democrats said 
their consultations will focus 
on four priorities: prescription 
drug access, long-term and 
home care services, the role 
of health workers and helping 
Canadians live healthier lives. 

The consultations will help 
build the NDP’s health propos¬

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Syrian government sends mass 
texts telling rebels to surrender 



Psychological ploy. 

Army warns fighters 
it's time to lay down 
their weapons, get rid 
of foreign supporters 


Syrian authorities sent text 
messages over cellphones 
nationwide Thursday with a 
message for rebels fighting 
President Bashar Assad’s re¬ 
gime: “Game over.” 

The messages signed by 
the Syrian Arab Army also 
urged the rebels to surrender 
their weapons and warned 
the countdown to evict for¬ 
eign fighters has begun. The 
texts appear to be part of the 
regime’s psychological battle 
against the rebels, but are 
highly unlikely to have any ef¬ 
fect on fighters intent on top¬ 
pling Assad. 

Syrians say they began re¬ 
ceiving the messages a day 
after rebels bombed a military 
command centre in Damascus 
— a major security breach of 
the heavily guarded capital 


that highlighted the regime’s 
vulnerability in the face of a 
rebellion growing in confi¬ 
dence and capabilities. 

People with cellular sub¬ 
scriptions received the messa¬ 


ges while those with prepaid 
phones did not. 

Syria’s two cellphone pro¬ 
viders are privately owned, 
and the government would 
presumably have to pay for 


the service. Government of¬ 
ficials were not available for 
comment. 

In August, Syrian army 
helicopters dropped leaflets 
warning rebels in Damascus 


to hand over their arms and 
seek amnesty. 

Despite Wednesday’s high- 
profile attack, the two sides 
have been locked in a stale¬ 
mate after 18 months of con¬ 
flict. Activists say the death toll 
since the uprising against Assad 
began in March last year has 
topped 30,000, with nearly two- 
thirds of the casualties reported 
in the past five months. 

On Thursday, rebel fighters 
launched a push to try to take 
control of Aleppo, Syria’s lar¬ 
gest city and a major strategic 
prize in a stalemated civil war, 
opposition activists said. 

Heavy clashes erupted 
Thursday in more than a dozen 
locations in the city, Syria’s lar¬ 
gest with three million people, 
said Mohammed Saeed, a local 
activist. Government forces 
shelled several districts, he 
said, speaking via Skype. 

Rebels also attacked a com¬ 
pound of Syria’s political se¬ 
curity department in the city, 
said Rami Abdul-Rahman, 
head of the Syrian Observa¬ 
tory for Human Rights.

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu warned 
Thursday that Iran will have 
enough enriched uranium 
to make a nuclear bomb 
by next summer and urged 
the world to draw a clear 
“red line” to stop it in its 
tracks. 

Saying it was getting 
“late, very late” to stop Iran, 
Netanyahu flashed a dia¬ 
gram showing the progress 
Iran has made toward creat¬ 
ing a bomb. He said Iran had 
already completed the first 
stage of uranium enrich¬ 
ment, and then he drew his 
own red line on the diagram 
to highlight the point of no 
return — the completion of 
the second stage and 90 per 
cent enrichment. 

“Iran is 70 per cent of 
the way there and ... well 
into the second stage. By 
next summer, at current 
enrichment rates, they will 
have finished the medium 
enrichment and move on to 
the final stage,” Netanyahu 
said. “From there it is only a 
few more weeks before they 
have enriched enough for a 
bomb.” 

Netanyahu has repeat¬ 
edly argued that time is run¬ 
ning out to stop Iran from 
becoming a nuclear power 
and the threat of force must 
be seriously considered. 


“I believe that faced with 
a clear red line, Iran will 
back down — and it will 
give more time for sanctions 
and diplomacy,” the Israeli 
prime minister said. “Red 
lines don’t lead to war, red 
lines prevent war ... noth¬ 
ing could imperil the world 
more than a nuclear-armed 
Iran.” 

Netanyahu’s speech 
marks perhaps his final plea 
before Israel takes matters 
into its own hands. Israeli 


leaders have issued a series 
of warnings in recent weeks 
suggesting that if Iran’s ur¬ 
anium-enrichment program 
continues it may soon stage 
a unilateral military strike. 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion has urgently sought to 
hold off Israeli military ac¬ 
tion, which would likely re¬ 
sult in the U.S. being pulled 
into a conflict and cause 
region-wide mayhem on the 
eve of American elections.

Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er took a swipe at the United 
Nations and assailed Iran on 
Thursday as he picked up 
an international statesman 
award, suggesting once again 
that the UN has too often 
wooed dictators despite their 
appalling human-rights rec¬ 
ords and sinister aims. 

Canadians expect their 
government officials to en¬ 
deavour to make decisions 
“for the wider interests of 
humanity,” Harper told a re¬ 
ception at the glitzy Waldorf 
Astoria hotel after receiving 
his award from the Appeal of 
Conscience Foundation. 



“That is, of course, not the 
same thing as trying to court 
every dictator with a vote at 
the United Nations, or just 
going along with eveiy inter¬ 
national consensus, no mat¬ 
ter how self-evidently wrong¬ 
headed.” Harper’s shot at the 


UN came as he was criticized 
back home for once again 
skipping the United Nations 
General Assembly. 

Hundreds of world lead¬ 
ers were gathered just a few 
blocks away discussing the 
biggest global issues of the 
day, including the situation 
in Syria, the ominous dispute 
between Israel and Iran and 
the eruption of anti-American 
violence in the Middle East. 

The prime minister had 
harsh words for Iran as he ac¬ 
cepted the foundation’s “world 
statesman” award from storied 
U.S. statesman Henry Kissin¬ 
ger, Richard Nixon’s onetime 
secretary of state. 

The elderly Kissinger, now 
89 and frail, met with Harper 
earlier in the day at his Park 
Avenue office and said later 
Thursday that he agreed with 
Harper’s tough stand against 
Iran. 

Canada recently closed its 
embassy in Tehran.

The Supreme Court of Canada 
was widely praised Thursday 
for granting anonymity to a 
teenage girl so she can pursue a 
lawsuit over a bogus Facebook 
page that she says defamed her.

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Alleged Vatican thief gets trial Saturday

High-profile case will 
see the Pope play both 
victim and judge as head 
of Vatican monarchy 


There was a time when a Vati¬ 
can trial could end with a her¬ 
etic being burned at the stake. 
Paolo Gabriele doesn’t risk 
nearly as dire a fate, but he and 
the Holy See face a veiy public 
airing over the gravest security 
breach in the Vatican’s recent 
histoiy following the theft and 
leaking of the Pope’s personal 
papers. 

Gabriele, the Pope’s once- 
trusted butler, goes on trial Sat¬ 
urday, accused of stealing the 


Pope’s documents and passing 
them off to a journalist — a 
sensational, Hollywood-lilce 
scandal that exposed power 
struggles, intrigue and al¬ 
legations of corruption in the 
highest levels of the Catholic 
Church. 

Gabriele is charged with ag¬ 
gravated theft and faces up to 
four years in prison if convicted 
by the three-judge Vatican tri¬ 
bunal. He has already confessed 
and asked to be pardoned by 
the Pope — something most 
Vatican watchers say is a given 
if he is convicted — making the 
trial almost a formality. 

It’s the most high-profile 
case to come to the Vatican 
tribunal since its creation with 
the 1929 birth of the Vatican 
city state. The only other that 


comes close was aborted before 
it began: the 1998 killing of the 
Swiss Guard commander and 
his wife allegedly by a disgrun¬ 
tled subordinate never came 
about because the suspect com¬ 
mitted suicide. 

To be sure, trials are noth¬ 
ing new at the Vatican: In 
2011, 640 civil cases and 226 
penal cases were processed by 
the Vatican’s judiciary, though 
only a handful actually came to 
trial. And that’s not counting 
the marriage annulments, cler¬ 
ical sex-abuse cases and other 
church-law matters that come 
before the Vatican’s ecclesial 
courts. 

Yet this case will cast an un¬ 
usually bright spotlight on the 
Vatican’s legal system, which 
is based on the 19th-century 


Italian criminal code, and the 
rather unique situation in 
which the Pope is essentially 
the victim and supreme judge 
in this case. 

The Vatican is an elective 
absolute monarchy, with the 
Pope having full executive, 
legislative and judicial author¬ 
ity. He delegates that power 
through executive appoint¬ 
ments, legislative commissions 
and tribunals. 

But he can intervene to stop 
a trial from starting, can par¬ 
don someone once convicted 
and the sentence is issued in his 
name. Giovanni Giacobbe, the 
Vatican’s appeals court pros¬ 
ecutor, insisted that despite 
the pope’s authority, Vatican 
judges are wholly independent.

Ottawa’s cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures have put it on a sound 
fiscal track for the future, but 
the provinces are left holding 
the bag, says Canada’s budget 
watchdog. 

Parliamentary Budget Of¬ 
ficer Kevin Page’s latest long¬ 
term projection on govern¬ 
ment finances suggests Ottawa 
has little to fear from the loss of 
revenue and rising costs tied to

the aging population. 

Page also judges the Canada 
Pension Plan and Quebec Pen¬ 
sion Plan fiscally sound. 

But the report, released 
Thursday, shows provinces and 
municipalities adding so much 
debt over the next 70 years or 
so they would resemble Greece 
and Italy if something is not 
done. 

The report calculates that 
provinces and their municipal¬ 
ities have a fiscal gap of about 
two per cent of gross domestic 
product now — or $36 billion 
— and by 2086 will have debt 
worth 350 per cent of GDP. 
Meanwhile, Ottawa will be in a 
structural surplus.

Big Pharma. U.S. prosecutors 
extract $ 30 B in settlements 


U.S. federal and state prosecu¬ 
tors have collected more than 
$30 billion US from drug com¬ 
panies for alleged fraud and 
illegal marketing over the last 
20 years, according to a new 
report by consumer-advocacy 
group Public Citizen. 

The report shows state attor¬ 
neys are increasingly following 
the lead of federal prosecutors 
in seeking multimillion-dollar 
settlements with drugmakers 
such as GlaxoSmithKline and 
Eli Lilly & Co. Analysis by Public 
Citizen found that state govern¬ 
ments have collected $3.7 bil¬ 
lion US from drugmakers since 
2009, or roughly six times more 


money than in the previous 18 
years combined. 

Overcharging state health 
plans such as Medicaid was 
the most common allegation, 
while unapproved drug mar¬ 
keting was tlie most costly, the 
group says. 

Drug companies are permit¬ 
ted to market drugs only for 
uses that have been approved 
by the Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration. In recent years the 
Department of Justice and state 
attorneys general have increas¬ 
ingly pursued cases of off-label 
marketing, or promoting drugs 
for unapproved uses.

Richard: Ned, the actors aren’t 
the stars of the movie, the ideas 
are. Is it airtight? Nope, but 
what time travel movie is? Fu¬ 
ture crime bosses could have 
done the killing themselves 
and sent the bodies back to be 
disposed of, but where’s the fun 
in that? We need the two Joes 
in one place to get the stoiy 
revved. It’s what happens after 
that is interesting. Did you buy 
into the stoiy? 

Ned: I totally bought into the 
story, thanks in large part to 
how it’s told. Having been a 


huge fan of Rian Johnson’s first 
film, Brick, I realize I’m more 
than a little predisposed to love 
this. He takes the noir brush¬ 
strokes used in that him and 
sends them into the future, cre¬ 
ating one that’s gritty and real 
enough to be believable. Heck, 
he even makes time travel and 
telekinesis feel mundane with¬ 
in the world of the him, which 
is a neat trick. 

RC: It sure is. He uses the sci-h 
premise to allow the character 
of Joe in both forms to examine 
his life; past, present and fu¬ 
ture, and discover what’s really 
important to him. It’s human¬ 
ist science fiction that values 
people over special effects. It’s 
also a wildly entertaining chase 
movie, with enough sci-h to 
keep the left side of your brain 
engaged while the right brain 
will thrill to the chase. 

NE: I’ll admit I was waiy of 


the decision to use prosthetic 
makeup to make Joseph Gor¬ 
don-Levitt look more like Bruce 
Willis, but they pull it off for 
the most part. And the way the 
two actors work together to 
create one character — rather 
than have Gordon-Levitt just 
do a Willis impression — is 
fantastic. It’s also the most I’ve 
enjoyed Willis in years. 

RC: It’s two, two Joes in one. I 
thought Gordon-Levitt nailed 
the cadences of Willis’s voice. 
Willis is Willis, but he does 
world-weaiy like no one else. I 
also enjoyed Emily Blunt as a 
protective mother whose son 
(Pierce Gagnon) is on Old Joe’s 
hit list. Ditto Jeff Daniels who 
takes a break from The News¬ 
room to play the looper boss. 

NE: Great performances all 
around, for sure, in a movie 
that’s smart, well-made and 
just so much fun. I wish I could

The sleeper comedy For a 
Good Time, Call, in theatres 
across Canada, has perked 
interest in the world of 
phone sex. 

It’s a long-time industry 
that is still quietly plugging 
away, despite the rise of In¬ 
ternet porn. 

The film chronicles the 
adventures of two young 
women who launch a phone 
sex line together out of 
their New York City apart¬ 
ment. 

It’s not long before 
they’re rolling in thousands 
of dollars. 

But while real-life phone 
sex operators say the money 
is definitely good, they also 
caution that it doesn’t hap¬ 
pen overnight. 

Lynnea, 30, is a phone 
sex operator based outside 
Pittsburgh. She’s been in 
the industry for more than 
10 years, and told Metro the 
notion of quick cash while 
working from home during 
her college years is what 
drew her to explore the pro¬ 
fession. 

In her first year, she 
made $20,000. Now, she 
said, she easily makes 
$160,000. 


“It’s not quick money, 
you have to build your 
clientele,” Lynnea said.

Ruby, a phone sex oper¬ 
ator who got into the indus¬ 
try as a stay-at-home mom, 
plays about 16 different 
female characters over the 
phone, from the hot and 
sexy Caitlin to the busty 
Roxanne. 

She answers calls that 
are routed to her through 


her company’s dispatcher 
and gets paid 50 cents per 
minute. 

For her, the big money 
with phone sex — which 
she describes as narrated 
porn — comes from repeat 
clients who she can keep on 
the line. 

Her longest call lasted 
more than 10 hours. 

“It’s probably not real¬ 
istic to make $10,000 in 
a month. You have to get 
publicity, you have to ad¬ 
vertise,” said Ruby, who is 
originally from Queens in 
New York but is now based 
in Florida. 

“If you can land what we 
call in the business a whale, 
you are going to do well, 
but those are few and far 
between.” 

And, according to these 
PSOs, as phone sex oper¬ 
ators call themselves, 
phone sex takes a lot more 
than a little dirty talk. 

It takes a certain person¬ 
ality to keep clients inter¬ 
ested, leading them to call 
back again, they said. 

And a PSO has to be will¬ 
ing to explore the deepest 
depths of sexuality. 

Lynnea refuses to talk 
about anything that is il¬ 
legal in real life, like pedo¬ 
philia or bestiality. 

But Ruby, a so-called “no¬ 
taboos” PSO, will discuss 
any fetish a client wants to 
talk about. 

“Anything goes,” she 
said. 

“If you want to talk about 
reading a library book or 
you want to talk about get¬ 
ting your (expletive) cut 
off, that’s fine — I’m an ac¬ 
tress.”

Darrell Roodt has taken flak 
for casting American actors 
in Winnie — his biopic about 
Nelson and Winnie Mandela. 
But the South African film¬ 
maker is making no apologies. 

“It’s fine for Clint Eastwood 
to come to town and bring 
Morgan (Freeman),” defended 
Roodt recently referencing the 
American icon’s 2009 hit In- 
victus. “But as soon as a South 


African does it, he gets nailed 
to the wall. My answer to this 
is very simple: I didn’t hire 
American actors to play Nel¬ 
son and Winnie, I hired great 
actors to play them.” 

The veteran director may 
have cast Oscar winner Jen¬ 
nifer Hudson and nominee 
Terrence Howard to bring the 
one-time president and first- 
Lady of South Africa to the 


big screen but he believes the 
proof is in the stars’ stellar 
performances — particularly 
Howard who not only takes 
on the uncanny appearance of 
Mandela, but did so even be¬ 
fore it was necessary. 

“He was astonishing. He 
was my choice when I was 
writing it and just to be 
around him when he was do¬ 
ing that was quite amazing,” 


said Roodt. 

“He was Mandela six 
months before he came to 
shoot. Every time I had a 
phone conversation with him 
it was like talking to Mandela 
on the phone.” 

While the film (which hits 
theatres October 5) mostly cen¬ 
tres on the controversial life 
of Winnie Mandela (who was 
an aggressive anti-apartheid 


activist all throughout her 
ex-husband’s 27-year incar¬ 
ceration), Roodt also saw the 
drama as a beautiful love stoiy. 

“The book that it’s based 
on, the veiy last line says ‘and 
so one of the great love stor¬ 
ies of the 20th Century came 
to an end’,” explained Roodt. 
“When I read that I just 
thought that’s such a percep¬ 
tive insight into this story.”

Next adventurous 
series of simple-recipe 
show begins Monday 


It’s hard to know what makes 
a hit TV show these days. Net¬ 
works can spend millions try¬ 
ing to mount a big Broadway 
Smash eveiy week or float a 
nuclear submarine drama like 
Last Resort, and what is every¬ 
one talking about? Honey Boo 
Boo. 

It seems low-budget reality 
shows such as Breaking Amish 
or Hillbilly Hand Fishing 
have just as much of a shot as 
dramas about mob doctors or 
comedies about new girls. 

So don’t dismiss a show 
about two guys from Quebec in 
a canoe. 

The Paddling Biyans re¬ 
turn Monday, October 1 on 
Travel+Escape for a second 
season of, well, canoeing and 
paddling. Former schoolmates, 
Bryan Adams and Bryan Wall- 
work, just love jumping into 
their canoe, named “Sakalcaw- 
ea,” and heading out on 
months-long canoe trips. 

“It’s named after a native 
American goddess,” says Wall- 
work. “It’s bad luck to get into 


a boat without a name,” says 
Adams. 

Both have day jobs — one 
as bartender, the other work¬ 
ing in family-run potash mine 
— but canoeing has been their 
calling for most of their 29 
years. 

Last year they took on an 
epic outdoor adventure: pad¬ 
dling 5,555 kilometres from 
Milk River, Alta., to New Or¬ 
leans, La. The journey took six 
months. 

When their buddy Wilder 


Weir heard what they were 
up to, he had two thoughts: 
“You’re going to die,” he told 
them, “and we have to film it.” 

Weir, who’d had experi¬ 
ence in television, went out 
and bought the most expen¬ 
sive camera he could afford. 
He handed it off to the Biyans 
with instructions to “shoot 
eveiything.” 

Without any land of a TV 
deal, Weir than cut the hours 
and hours of digital material 
into an eight-minute “sizzle 


reel,” basically zeroing in on a 
knee injury to one of the Bry¬ 
ans which threatened to cap¬ 
size the entire project. 

“That first trip was really a 
learning experience between 
paddling together and learning 
to use cameras,” admits Ad¬ 
ams, no relation to that other 
Bryan Adams — although he 
will sing Summer of 69 when 


asked nicely. 

The show’s second season, 
consisting of 13 episodes and 
a noticeable upgrade in cam¬ 
era work and other production 
values, will follow the paddling 
pair down the Colorado River 
on a 2,330 journey past the 
Grand Canyon straight down 
to the U.S./Mexican border.

Richards recalls infamous incident during Seinfeld’s web series 


For two old TV neighbours, all 
that’s needed for a therapeutic 
reunion is a ride and a cup of 
Joe. 

On an emotional season 
finale of Jerry Seinfeld’s web 
series, Comedians in Cars Get¬ 
ting Coffee, Michael Richards 
recalls the infamous heckling 
incident in 2006 that he says 
“broke me down.” The epi¬ 
sode, which was shared with 
The Associated Press ahead of 
its online premiere Thursday 
evening, is a cathartic get- 
together for Richards, whose 
Kramer was hardly separated 
from Seinfeld by a door in the 
nine years of Seinfeld. 

It’s one of the few times 
Richards has appeared in any¬ 
thing since, during a stand-up 


routine, he answered a heck¬ 
ler with racist slurs. Years 
later, Richards is clearly still 
scarred from the incident, 
for which he has repeatedly 
apologized and which essen¬ 
tially caused his withdrawal 
from show business. 

“I busted up after that 
event seven years ago,” Rich¬ 
ards tells Seinfeld over a cup 
of coffee in Los Angles, “ft 
broke me down. It was a self¬ 
ish response. I took it too per¬ 
sonally. I should have just said, 
‘Yeah, you’re absolutely right. 
I’m not funny.”’ 

The title of Comedians in 
Cars Getting Coffee relates 
its simple premise: Seinfeld, 
an avid automobile collector, 
picks up his guest in a car be¬ 


fitting the guest’s personality. 

For Richards, Seinfeld se¬ 
lected a rusty 1962 VW bus 
with an interior patched 
together by duct tape. 

“This is you, Michael,” 
introduces Seinfeld. Seinfeld 
launched the series with 
little fanfare, letting it pop 
up on the Internet on its 
own site, on Faceboolc and 
on the Sony-owned digital 
network Crackle. With 
guests like Ricky Ger- 
vais and Alec Baldwin, the 
15-minute episodes offer a 
stylized snapshot of comedians 
in conversation. One guest, 
Seinfeld co-creator Larry 
David, observed that Seinfeld 
had “finally done a show about 
nothing.” 


But the heartfelt and ten¬ 
der Richards episode is an 
exception. It begins, though, 
with Richards exuberant at 
being back together with his 
old co-star. (In 2009, both also 
joined in the Seinfeld reunion 
on David’s Curb Your Enthusi¬ 
asm.) 

“Being around you, Jerry, 
I’m going to turn into that 
crazy character,” says Rich¬ 
ards, who later adds that he 
could have played Kramer “for 
the rest of my life.” 

In true Kramer fashion, 
Richards leads Seinfeld to 
what he claims is the boxing 
legend Sugar Ray Leonard’s 
home, calling out “Sugar!” 
from outside. It’s quickly re¬ 
vealed that Richards neither

knows Leonard nor where he 
lives, and that the house is, in 
fact, comedian Jay Mohr’s. 

When they start exchan¬ 
ging memories from the Se¬ 
infeld days, Richards transi¬ 
tions to the heckling incident. 
He thanks Seinfeld for “stick¬ 
ing by me.” 

The conversation winds 
down after Seinfeld urges 
Richards to try to lay down his 
guilt, having carried it so long.

When it comes to class barriers 
look no further than Show¬ 
case’s hit period drama Copper. 

Set in 1864 New York City, 
most of its characters live 
in either the impoverished 
immigrant neighbourhood of 
Five Points or the affluent Fifth 
Avenue. Robert Morehouse is 
among Manhattan’s elite, hav¬ 
ing been bom into a privileged 
family. A U.S. Civil War veter¬ 
an, the conflict took its physical 
toll on the handsome young 
man while also instilling in him 
a newfound respect for the less 
fortunate. He returned home a 
changed person, as actor Kyle 
Schmid found when stepping 
into Morehouse’s well-polished 
shoes. 

“Since the beginning I’ve 
always seen Morehouse as a

man of many faces and some¬ 
one who’s still trying to figure 
out who he really is as a man,” 
notes Schmid. “I think for the 
majority of his life he always 
vied for his father Norbert’s 
attention as well as validation, 
and in taking part in the war, 
a whole new world was blown 
wide open for him. 

“Morehouse masks many 
of his admirable and even dan¬ 
gerous qualities at times with 
alcohol, drugs and women. He 
also has the opportunity to play 
some of the show’s fun and 
lighter notes, which I think is 
great because those moments 
undermine how serious and 
quite capable he really is.” 

On the battlefield, More¬ 
house met Detective Kevin 
Corcoran (Tom Weston-Jones) 
and Dr. Matthew Freeman (Ato 
Essandoh), both of whom con¬ 
tinue to play a part in his life. 

“Morehouse’s relationships 
with Freeman and Corcoran for 


me began as one thing and de¬ 
veloped into something else en¬ 
tirely,” says the Ontario native. 
“At first I thought they had this 
kind of kinship or bond that 
was stronger than the negative 
ideology of the time. However, 
after watching our characters 
grow throughout the first 
season, I realized that their 
‘friendship,’ although layered 
with respect, was created more 
out of need and use of one an¬ 
other.” 

Behind the scenes, the ac¬ 
tor enjoyed working with the 


entire Copper cast, includ¬ 
ing Geordie Johnson (Norbert 
Morehouse). 

“Jordi is so much fun to 
work with,” he says. “He not 
only plays his character so well, 
but the laughs and great times 
we had off-camera were fantas¬ 
tic and helped the sometimes 
long days go by so easily.” 

Is Schmid pleased with how 
Robert’s story arc plays out in 
Copper’s first season? “I am, 
and without saying too much 
or giving anything away, I think 
the best is yet to come.”

As a newcomer to Canada, 
K’naan was able to find a 
source of both solace and ex¬ 
pression through music. 

The launch of his first-ever 
children’s book represents 
a full-circle moment of sorts 
for the award-winning rap¬ 
per, as he fuses literature, art 
and music to share his child¬ 
hood story of the immigrant 
experience.

5. Serve popsicles piping hot 
off grill. Place five lamb chops 
on each plate. Pour cream curiy 
over meat or ladle it into small 
bowl and use as dipping sauce 
for popsicles.

CFL As injuries mount

The Edmonton Eskimos 
hope the man who was their 
third-stringer to start this 
season can produce a story¬ 
book first CFL start. 

Mired in a four-game los¬ 
ing streak, the Eskimos will 
look to quarterback Matt 
Nichols for much-needed re¬ 
lief when they visit the Cal¬ 
gary Stampeders on Friday. 

“Matt is a decisive de¬ 
cision-maker,” Edmonton 
head coach Kavis Reed said 
Thursday at McMahon Sta¬ 
dium. “Although you can’t 
simulate game speed in 
practice, when we put him 
in scenarios and circum¬ 


stances in which he has 
to be a quick thinker, he’s 
passed the test with flying 
colours.” 

The 25-year-old from 
Redding, Calif., is getting 
the ball because the Esks 
say neither Steven Jyles nor 
Kerry Joseph are healthy 
enough to start. Both are on 
Friday’s game roster, how¬ 
ever, with Jyles at No. 2 be¬ 
hind Nichols. 

Nichols, an Eastern Wash¬ 
ington product, was signed 
by Edmonton in 2010. 

He’s had time to absorb 
the Canadian game, throw¬ 


ing his first career touch¬ 
down pass Sept. 7 in a 20-18 
loss to the Stampeders. 

“I feel comfortable with 
the things I’ve done this 
week, things I’ve learned 
over the last year and a half 
with this team,” Nichols 
said. 

Friday’s game is the third 
meeting between Calgary 
and Edmonton this month. 
The Stampeders edged the 
Esks 31-30 on Labour Day 
and won the rematch four 
days later by two points. 

It hasn’t been a comfort¬ 
able week for Calgary. A 


four-game winning streak 
ended Sunday when they 
played sloppily in a 30-25 
loss to the Roughriders. 

Star running back Jon 
Cornish was fined an undis¬ 
closed amount by the league 
and publicly admonished by 
his coach John Hufnagel for 
pulling his pants down and 
mooning Roughrider fans at 
Mosaic Stadium. 

The Stamps had their 
own quarterback drama 
with fears Kevin Glenn suf¬ 
fered a concussion due to 
a hard hit from Saskatch¬ 
ewan’s Odell Willis late in 
the game. 

Glenn, 33, says he passed 
concussion tests and no 
longer suffers headaches. Bo 
Levi Mitchell, also a quarter¬ 
back at Eastern Washing¬ 
ton (after Nichols), will be 
Glenn’s backup.

Paul Henderson still can’t ex¬ 
plain it, even 40 years later. 

Sitting on the bench with 
time winding down in the 
eighth and final game of the 
72 Summit Series, Henderson 
abruptly stood up and yelled at 
Pete Mahovlich to come off. 

“I felt I had to get on the 
ice,” Henderson recalled re¬ 
cently. “A tie was no good, they 
were going to claim victory 
because they had scored more 
goals than we did. I really wish I 
had an answer, but I don’t. I just 
felt I had to get out there, I felt I 
could score a goal.” 

He was right, of course. 

Henderson fired a rebound 
past the Soviet Union’s Vlad¬ 
islav Tretiak to give Canada a 
series-clinching 6-5 victory at 
Moscow’s Luzhniki Ice Palace. 

Exactly 40 years to the 
day after that iconic goal, the 
69-year-old Henderson and 
the remaining members of 
the Canadian squad will cap a 
month of celebrations with a 
gala dinner Friday night. 

Henderson, who has been 
battling cancer since 2010, was 
one of Canada’s top goal scor¬ 
ers in the Summit Series. But 
his deciding goal remains one 
of the biggest and most mem¬ 
orable in Canadian hockey his- 
toiy, a fact he didn’t really ap¬ 
preciate until watching Sidney 
Crosby’s winning goal for Can¬ 


ada at the 2010 Winter Games 
in Vancouver. 

“I think one of the things 
we don’t do well as Canadians 
is celebrate a lot of times, but 
especially with hockey,” Hen¬ 
derson said. “When Crosby 
scored, man, I was jumping up 
and down and so I understand 
what Canadians were doing 
when I scored.” 

But Henderson wouldn’t 
have scored if not for Phil Es¬ 
posito, the heart and soul of 
the 72 team who fired the first 
shot at Tretiak. 

“I was at the faceoff dot to 
the right of Tretiak,” Esposito 
said. 

“Like nine out of 10 times 
I hit the net, I very seldom 
missed the net when I had 
an opportunity to hit it... and 
Tretiak, for some unexplained 
reason, pushed the rebound 
straight out and Paul, who 
had fallen behind the net, got 
up and came out because they 
must have lost him, just came 
out and put the rebound in.”

written it better, Henderson 
said.

Canadians celebrate this, I get it 
every day, and I think it was a 
meaningful time for Canadians 
who were alive and can remem¬ 
ber at that point.”
